1 . Applicant's amendments filed October 6, 2000 (Paper No:7/B) is acknowledged. 
Accordingly, claims 4-12 have been canceled without prejudice, and new claims 45-92 have been 
added. 

Claims 4-12 had been examined and a first office action had been issued. In view of the 
newly added claims and the change in the scope of the claims, the claims are subjected to a 
restriction requirement upon further review.
